Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  snlmiitiinfi  to  yon  my  Report  for 
the  year  1943.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6.817  acres, 
with  an  estimated  population  of — 

I'he  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1943 
for  calculating  Birth  and  Death  Rale,  as  well  as  other  figures 
supplied  are  not  to  be  published.  This  is  rctiuestecl  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

These  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be 
used  for  calculating  purposes.  The  figures  do  not  quite  correspond 
with  those  of  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local  Registrar. 

Births. 

The  general  Birth  Rate  is  20'25,  as  against  19'1  for  1942 
and  16’5  for  England  and  Wales.  In  1933,  the  male  rate  was 
10’33,  the  female  being  9'92,  while  in  1942  these  birth  rates  were 
10'47  and  8'63  respectively.

Cough  0 ; and  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  3. 

These  deaths  correspond  to  an  annual  Zymotic  Death

According  to  the  Returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  there 
were  588  births  during  the  year  ; 569  legitimate,  out  of  which  27 
died,  and  19  illegitimate  with  2 deaths.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943,  one  thous- 
and, eight  hundred  and  fifty  one  children  with  the  additional  eight 
hundred  and  forty  eight  special  cases  were  examined  in  the 
different  groups  under  your  Authority. 

Ophthalmic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  year  ended  Deceml:>ei-  31st,  1943,  I examined 
the  eyes  of  266  children.  There  was  a further  decrease  in  the 
number  and  severity  of  cases  of  external  eye  diseases,  and  diseases 
due  to  malnutrition  were  practically  absent.  Parents  take  a real 
interest  in  the  examination  of  their  children  and  their  co-operation 
is  invaluable.  Glasses  were  prescribed  where  necessary  and 
treatments  were  carried  out  very  efficiently  in  the  School  Clinic.

'I'hc  Orthopiedic  Clinic  has  been  held  monthly  as  usual 
during  the  past  ^car,  Parents  seem  increasingly  anxious  to  have 
their  children  examined  and  treated,  if  treatment  is  needed.  The 
services  of  Mt.  Harrison  have  continued  to  be  used  and  add  much 
to  the  effectiveness  of  the  Department’s  work. 

One  of  the  inevitable  difficulties  now  is  the  provision  of  ' 
suitable  shoes.  Many  of  the  patients  wear  their  footwear  even 
harder  than  the  normal  child.  Delays  are  inevitable  in  the  pro 
vision  and  repair  of  instruments. 

1 am  indebted  again  to  the  members  of  the  Health 
Department,  Clerical,  nursing  and  Dr.  Fonseca  for  their  continued 
interest  and  help.
